sho wed very little, if any, change iro m 
that reco rded in 19 36, acco rding to co m­ 
putatio ns based o n the first nine mo nths 
o f the year by statisticians o f a leadin.g 
life insurance co mpany. The 19 37 reco rd, 
fo llo wing upo n declines in 19 35 and 19 36, 
indicates tliat the slight increase o bserv­ 
ed in 19 34 was no t a turning po int in 
the 
lo ng-time 
do wnward 
trend 
in 
the 
birth rate, hut o nly a tempo rary devia­ 
tio n. 
With 
the 
birth 
rate 
practically 
un­ 
changed at 16.5 per 1,000 fo r the nine 
mo nths perio d, a slight dro p in the death 
rate fo r 19 37 made the balance between 
the two rates 
a 
little 
mo re 
favo rable 
than in 19 36. 
Fo r the nine mo nths per­ 
io d surveyed by the staticians, the ex­ 
cess o f the birth rate o ver the deatli rate
